THE death of a 
woman this week 
puts the county on 
course for a grim 
roads record. 

The body of the 
woman was found in 
a car which lay on 
its roof in a water- 
filled ditch near Ely. 

It is the latest of 10 
road fatalities since the 
year began - which 
means that last year’s 
shocking figure is set to 
be topped. 

Numbers killed on the 
county’s roads soared by 
almost a third in 2007 
with 86 people losing 
their lives compared 
with 64 in the whole of 
2006. 

That is just over seven 
deaths a month, which 
has already been 
reached in the last six 
weeks. 

The early morning 
discovery on Tuesday 
has sparked a police 
investigation. 

Despite thick fog the car 
was spotted in stuck in the 
ditch in Witchford. 

A passer-by called police 
just before 6.40am. 

Officers found the car 
stuck in a foot of water 
near the recycling and 
household waste centre 


in Pools Road, off 
Grunty Fen Road. The 
woman inside, who is 
yet to be identified, was 
already dead when 
paramedics, firefighters 
and police arrived. 

Police have appealed 
for witnesses. 

Stuart Bybrooke, 44, 
who lives in nearby 
Sutton Road, said: “It 


was very foggy and icy. 

“That road is very 
narrow and has little 
room for more than one 
car at a time. 

“I am shocked this has 
happened in the village.” 

The road was closed 
both ways between Main 
Street and Pools Road 
with traffic diverted. It 
was reopened at 


10.45am. Firefighters 
used cutting gear to free 
the body from the car. 

Last year the 28 per 
cent increase in road 
deaths brought a plea 
from Cambridgeshire 
chief Constable Julie 
Spence for motorists to 
stop the “carnage”. 

She said: “Deaths tend 
to be on more rural 


roads and are mostly 
down to driver error. 
Speed is a factor and we 
do have some very 
bumpy country roads.”

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Jean and Jodi’s journey 
to find what was wrong 


Jean Shaw was plunged into despair when her bright, 
bubbly baby became a shadow of his former self. ALICE 
RYAN talks to Jean to find out what had happened.

C OWERING 

behind a chair, 
Jodi Shaw kept 
his eyes fixed 
firmly on the 
floor. Just weeks before, 
he’d been a bright, bubbly 
and affectionate child. But, 
almost overnight, his 
personality changed. 

“I can still remember hearing 
those words: ‘I’m sorry to tell you, 
Mrs Shaw, but your son has 
autism’,” says Jean, Jodi’s mum. “I 
knew something was horribly 
wrong, but I didn’t know what it 
was; I didn’t know anything about 
autism. I just cried and cried.” 

Born in 1989, while his parents 
were living in Brunei, Jodi was a 
beautiful baby. Engaging and, Jean 
laughs, having a huge appetite, he 
thrived. 

“Jodi was really advanced for 
his age, he loved his picture books 
and chattered away,” remembers 
Jean. “He was just really clever. 
And he was a very sociable, 
friendly little chap.” 

But then, at 10 months, Jodi 
suddenly developed a sky-high 
temperature - which triggered a 
life-threatening convulsion. 

“It was very scary,” says Jean, 
who now lives in Littleport. “He 
went blue and had to be rushed to 
hospital, where he had another two 
convulsions really quickly.” 

Jodi made a good recovery. But 
then, just after returning to Britain, 
his behaviour changed. “It was the 
Christmas when he was one,” 
recalls Jean. “We were used to him 
being cuddly and friendly, his face 
lit up when he saw you. 

“But he became really miserable 
and cried all the time. He’d cower 
in the corner and, if anyone came 
in, he would just hide.” 

When someone banged an 
empty Quality Street tin right by 
Jodi’s head, he didn’t even flinch. 
Fearing their son was deaf, Jean 
and her husband Malcolm took 
him straight to the GP. 

Diagnosed with glue ear, Jodi 
had grommets fitted. “We were 
expecting everything to go back to 
normal,” says Jean. “But it never 
did.” 

Jodi lost all his language skills 
and, although he’d already started 
to toddle, reverted to crawling. 

“He became so unpredictable, 
he never sat still,” says Jean. “You 
worried all the time he was just 
going to run off. And he’d scream.” 

Eventually, more than three 
years on, Jodi was diagnosed with 
autism. He was four-and-a-half. 

“At the time autism was rare; 

I’d never thought that was what 
he had,” admits Jean. “In those 
days the statistics showed four 
or five children in 10,000 had 
autism - now they estimate one 
in 100.” 

Reading up on the condition, 
known broadly as a lifelong 
developmental disability, Jean says 
the literature was “depressing”. “It 
was a case of ‘hard luck, it’s going 
to be awful’,” she explains. 

“Autism affects the whole family, 
not just the child. Lots of parents 
split up because they can’t handle 
it. My husband has always been 
away a lot with work. It sounds 
awful, but I think that, had he been 


here, we would probably have 
been divorced by now. 

“He thinks the world of Jodi 
and is involved with him as much 
as he can. But Jodi was so 
demanding when he was younger, 
I wouldn’t have had time for a 
husband too. 

“Daryl, Jodi’s older brother, is 
fantastic with him. He’s 20 months 
older and, to be honest, he didn’t 
have much of a childhood. We 
could never go anywhere, because 
Jodi was so difficult.” 

To meet Jodi now, at the age of 
18, it’s clear he’s come a long way. 
While his mum talks, Jodi plays a 
favourite children’s video in the 
next room. Joining in with all the 
songs, he’s word-perfect. 

“He loves his videos,” says Jean, 
laughing. “He must have about 
600. It got to the point where he 
wanted to buy a new one every 
time we went out or he’d have a 
tantrum - it was a nightmare.” 

The change in Jodi has been 
gradual. But one major turning 
point came in 1998, when the 
Shaws discovered the Son-Rise 
Programme. Created in America 
by the parents of another autistic 
boy, it is a child-led, home-based 
method which helps autists deal 
with the world around them. 

“You go into their world,” 
explains Jean. “If they rock, you 
rock. Whatever they do, you join 
them. It sounds crazy, but it works. 

“After showing them you’re 
willing to go into their world, you 
invite them to join you in yours. 


Eye-contact is a really big thing. 

You have to maintain it - so if they 
go to the floor, you go to the floor 
too. You go to their level.” 

Putting posters up all round 
Littleport, Jean advertised for a 
team of volunteers. 

In turns, at a set time and on a 
set day, these “fantastic” 
volunteers would visit Jodi and 
play with him. “They did it for two 
years,” says Jean. “And it really 
worked. Socialising is the hardest 
thing for people with autism.” 

Jean’s mum said she should 
write a book about Jodi and the 
journey they’d taken: the result was 
I’m Not Naughty, I’m Autistic. 
Written in 10 days, Jean never 
thought it would be published. 

But, following an interview on 
local radio, she found a publisher- 
and then got the strangest phone 
call, quite out of the blue. 

“This woman said ‘Have you 
considered it might be mercury 
poisoning’,” recounts Jean. “I 
hadn’t, but she told me there was 
thought to be a link with autism.” 

By coincidence, Jean’s own 
health had taken a dive. “I was 
tired but couldn’t sleep,” she 
explains. “I couldn’t remember 
what people had said to me a 
minute before. When I went to 
wash up, my hands would shake 
and I was so clumsy hanging the 
washing out -1 couldn’t co¬ 
ordinate. People said there was 
nothing wrong, that it was just the 
stress of caring for an autistic child. 
But I felt there was something .. 


When Jean told the lady caller 
about her symptoms, she was 
shocked to be told they all 
indicated mercury poisoning - 
probably caused by the amalgam 
in her dental fillings. Tests showed 
that Jean did have high levels of 
heavy metals in her system; as 
soon as she had the fillings 
removed she started to feel better. 

Jean says Jodi’s tests showed 
high levels of metal in his body too. 
“I had a lot of dental work when I 
was pregnant,” she explains. 

“The mercury would have 
passed into my blood stream - and 
then into Jodi’s. In Brunei they give 
babies the Hepatitis B vaccine 
straight away and there’s mercury 
in the preservative.” 

Jean believes mercury 
poisoning was the catalyst for 
Jodi’s autism. And she thinks the 
MMR vaccine, which coincided 
with his change in behaviour, 

“took him over the edge”. “I’m not 
saying the MMR causes autism,” 
Jean points out. “But I think it was 
a very important contributory 
factor in Jodi’s case.” 

Because Jodi had not long had 
the convulsions, Jean says his 
immune system was already 
compromised, and therefore could 
not cope with the influx of the 
combined measles, mumps and 
rubella vaccine. “I felt upset,” she 
adds. “I thought it was my fault in a 
way, because if I hadn’t had my 
teeth done when I did there’s a very 
good chance he wouldn’t have had 
autism. That’s my opinion.” 

Taking regular probiotics to 
boost their immune systems, Jean 
and Jodi feel far healthier. And, with 
another two books to her name, 
Jean has been able to share her 
experiences with others. 

“When you get a letter from 
someone, saying your book has 
given them hope, it’s wonderful,” 
adds Jean. “And I’m so proud of 
Jodi. I don’t think of him as autistic 
any more, he’s just Jodi.”

Approval of 
Angel Drove 
plan delayed 

A FINAL decision on whether a new £65 
million development can have the go- 
ahead will not be made until next month 
at the earliest to give councillors time to 
review concerns. 

The planning committee at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council have been 
recommended to approve the plans for 
the 40-acre site on Ely’s Angel Drove, but 
first want to resolve issues about traffic 
and warehousing at the site. 

David Archer, the council’s executive 
director of development, said: “I would 
like to think the planning committee are 
positive about the development and its 
bringing employment to Ely. But they 
want these issues to be resolved first.” 

One concern is whether or not the 
traffic layout of the site will impact upon 
plans to create a southern link road to 
the city and councillors are waiting to 
hear back from the Highways Authority 
at Cambridgeshire County Council on 
this matter. 

The other concern is about the amount 
of warehousing at the site and the 
council is to contact the developer to ask 
whether it would be possible to reduce 
the amount of warehouses from 12 per 
cent to six per cent. The concern from 
councillors is that warehouses attract a 
large number of lorries, but do not bring 
in a significant number of jobs. 

Councillors also want more time to 
look at the layout of the site, which is set 
to form a new gateway to Ely. 

Plans for Angel Drove include a 
business park, hotel and pub which could 
together create 1,000 jobs. 

Mr Archer said he hopes a final 
decision will be taken at the planning 
committee’s next meeting, to be held on 
March 5. 


Resident’s call 
to save gallery

ELY’S art gallery must be 
saved to stop damage to 
the local economy, a 
council has been warned. 

Ted Coney, a former head of 
art at Hills Road Sixth Form 
College in Cambridge, is lead¬ 
ing calls to save Ely’s Babylon 
Gallery from the axe. 

He thinks the gallery, on Ely’s 
scenic riverside, is a key 
element in the city’s tourist 
trade and a source of income 
for local retailers. 

Arts Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC), 
announced last week that it 
will close the gallery, which it 
says received 25,000 visitors 
last year, as it grapples with a 
40 per cent cut in the grant it 
receives from East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 

But Mr Coney wants the 
council to step in and keep the 
gallery running until ADeC can 
re-establish it as part of a 
possible arts centre and cinema 
at The Maltings. 

He said: “It put Ely on the 
map. People thought of Ely as a 
backwater 10 years ago. I chose 
to live here because it was 
becoming so much more 
exciting.”

He added that the gallery is 
the second-most visited tourist 
attraction in Ely. 

“Once you stop something, it 
is hard to start it again. I 
understand that ADeC might be 
looking at using the cottage at 
The Maltings for the gallery - 
that could take two or more 
years to renovate.” 

ADeC opted to keep open Ely 
Cinema in preference to the 
gallery after the council cut 
£70,000 from its £174,000 grant. 
Community schemes in East 
Cambridgeshire villages will 
also be maintained. 

Jane Wilson, director of 
ADeC, said plans are already 
underway to bring the gallery 
back to the city. 

She said: “That’s the long¬ 
term goal. We do not want to 
lose the service, but we have 
just had a significant reduction 
in funding. 


“The priority for the trustees 
is to stabilise the organisation 
and move forward, but this will 
not happen immediately.” 

One option, Ms Wilson said, 
could be to move into The 
Maltings, the current home of 
the town’s cinema which is set 
to close for six months in May 
for a re-fit. 

She said: “We are working on 
a bid for The Maltings, but even 
if this is successful in the 
short-term there’s a lot of work 
to be done.” 

Peter Cresswell, chairman of 
the council’s community 
services committee, said: “The 
decision to close Babylon 
Gallery was a decision made 
entirely by the ADeC board. In 
our joint meetings, we have 
discussed the future of arts 
provision in the district and 
have listened to what the public 
have told us. We have both 
agreed that a cinema and 
community arts projects 
should be a priority for us both. 

“In a future community 
services committee meeting, 
we will be jointly announcing 
what plans for the arts in East 
Cambridgeshire will be, but 
would assure residents that we 
will provide the services that 
they have told us they want.”

A CRACKDOWN on ill- 
egal parking in Ely’s car 
parks has begun. 

Four traffic wardens are now 
hitting the streets to catch out 
motorists. 

They will police a new parking 
regime which was approved by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council last month. 

It will see the Town Centre 
Rangers hand out penalty tickets 
to residents caught parking in 
the city’s long-stay car parks 
before 8.30am - a practice largely 
ignored by the council in the 
past. 

A permit scheme will give 
priority to employees entering 
Ely in the Barton Road, Fisher¬ 
man’s, Newnham Street and Ship 
Lane car parks in the mornings. 

Residents will be forced to 
move their cars by 8am or face a 
£30 fine if they do not move 
them within 90 minutes. 


Chris Bent, of Silver Street, 
who led the residents’ protest 
against the permit scheme, 
said: “The new system will be 
hugely inconvenient for resi¬ 
dents who have nowhere else to 
park. 

“We feel strongly it is unfair, 
unreasonable and undemocratic 
to favour workers with a permit 
scheme to the exclusion of 
residents.” 

But Councillor John Seaman, 
chairman of the environment 
and transport committee, 
defended the move, which is 
intended to drive commuter cars 


towards the city’s out-of-town 
car parks. 

He said: “We have to do more 
to make sure commuters do not 
clog up short stay spaces in the 
city centre. 

“Our team of Town Centre 
Rangers who have been issuing 
warnings to cars parked beyond 
their maximum stay will now be 
issuing tickets. 

“We believe we have produced 
a system which ensures the city 
can grow and develop in the 
future and meets the greater 
needs of the community”

A RETIRED church 
minister who stopped 
writing sermons to try his 
hand at science fiction 
has published his first 
children’s book.

Chris, of Columbine 
Road, Ely, said he 
penned the book after a 
lifetime of storytelling in 
the church. 

He said: “I suppose I 
have always been telling 
stories as a minister, so it 
was a natural 
progression to become a 
writer. 

“I was always a big fan of 
Dan Dare as a child and I 
hope my book has the 


same sense of adventure 
and excitement. 
“Although it is a science 
fiction adventure novel, it 
works on different levels. 
People who have read it 
say there is a spiritual 
side to the stories, but it 
also addresses modern 
themes such as 
terrorism. 

“I hope it will get boys 
interested in reading 
again and my 
grandchildren in 
Haddenham have 
certainly enjoyed it.” 
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Only the best will do 
for organ centenary

CENTENARY celeb¬ 
rations for the 
organ at Ely Cath¬ 
edral will see one of 
the world’s most 
gifted performers 
“playing from his 
heart”. 

Classical organist 
Carlo Curley, who has 
performed at the White 
House in Washington 
and for Princess Grace of 
Monaco, has interrupted 
a world tour to join the 
celebrations. 

The cathedral’s cur¬ 
rent organ was installed 
in 1908 by renowned 
Durham organ-makers 
Harrison and Harrison, 
before two restorations 
improved the instru¬ 
ment’s versatility at a 
cost of £400,000. 

Mr Curley, who has a 
reputation as the world’s 
foremost concert organ¬ 
ist, said: “I am honoured 
and delighted to have 
been invited to perform 
at Ely Cathedral on the 
newly-restored, thrilling 
pipe-organ. 

“I fondly recall per¬ 
forming in several uplift¬ 
ing gala concerts in that 
great space, truly one of 
the world’s most inspired 
ecclesiastical buildings. 

“I will do everything I 
can to present a colour¬ 
ful, ‘every-person’ reper¬ 
toire played from my 
heart to those of the 
listeners.” 

An organ was first 
built at the cathedral in 
1685, before a fresh 
instrument was built

within the old case in 
1831. 

Hill and Son then 
rebuilt the organ in the 
north choir triforium in 
1850, when the present 
case was installed. The 
1908 Harrison and 
Harrison instrument 
incorporated some of 
the old pipe-work. 

Harrison and Harri¬ 
son carried out a major 
restoration between 1999 
and 2001, with work 
funded by the Order of 
St Etheldreda. 

And the instrument 
could not have a more 
distinguished player on 
its 100th birthday. 

Mr Curley, who stud¬ 
ied under American 
Virgil Fox and Britain’s 
Sir George Thalben-Ball, 
made history as the first 
classical organist to 
perform at the White 


House. He has also 
played for the Danish 
royal family and made 
private recordings for 
the Sultan of Oman. 

Mr Curley is re¬ 
nowned for his tuneful 
programmes and larger- 
than-life personality, 
guaranteeing an evening 
that is not just for organ 
aficionados. 

A video screen proj¬ 
ection will also be in 
place to help audiences 
get close to the music. 

Mr Curley will be 
performing at Ely 
Cathedral on Friday, 
February 22. Tickets 
are £10.

NHS angels 
swoop in to 
the rescue 


Gallery closure is an 
‘ill-judged decision’ 


Sir, I was very disappointed 
to read in your newspaper 
last week about the 
proposed closure of the 
Babylon Gallery: “Cinema 
saved but gallery sacrificed”, 
Ely Weekly News, February 
7. 

This, of course, has to be a 
direct result of the district 
council axing 40 per cent of 
ADEC’s funding without any 
warning. You will remember 
that it promised to fund it for 
a further three years and 
then changed its mind. 

As an art teacher for 40 
years in both Cambridge and 
Ely schools I know just how 
important the Babylon 
Gallery has been in helping 
young people to appreciate 
art. 

From the many workshops 
run in the gallery, often 
linked to the current 
exhibition, to the 
opportunities for children to 
display their work, ADEC has 
helped put Ely on the map 
as a centre for the arts. 

I understand the Babylon 


Gallery is now the second 
most visited attraction in Ely 
after the cathedral, 
attracting 25,000 people last 
year. 

This centre for excellence 
has brought numerous 
advantages to the city. Many 
of the small art and craft 
shops and galleries which 
have sprung up in the last 
few years are a direct result 
of the Babylon influence and 
of course that has a knock- 
on effect to all the other 
retailers and food outlets. 

I appreciate the district 
council is trying to save 
money, but surely closing 
down one of its major tourist 
attractions is not the way. 
What’s the point of building 
more and more houses if 
you are providing less and 
less for people to do? 

How can we have faith in our 
Tory masters working out a 
plan for Ely’s future, if they 
are making such ill-judged 
decisions about the present? 
I very much hope common 
sense can prevail. 


The council should offer to 
fund the Babylon Gallery (I 
understand there are still 
two years to run on the lease 
anyway) until ADEC is able 
to move into the Maltings, to 
turn it into a vibrant arts 
centre which could include 
an art gallery among its 
many facilities.

DIY store will help traders nail customers 


PLANS for a DIY superstore in the 
centre of Ely have been welcomed by 
traders. 

The proposals for a store on the site 
of Ely Chemical Company in Lisle 
Lane have been put forward to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council - 
with both Homebase and Wickes 
vying for the prime location. 

Traders in Ely have embraced the 
proposals because they believe the 
store will bring more shoppers into 
the city. 

Will Burton, chairman of Ely Trad¬ 
ers’ Association, said: “We are com¬ 


fortable with this idea because it 
would increase footfall in the city 
centre, rather than simply attracting 
shoppers to an out-of-town store. 

“We hope the DIY store, along with 
the other big retail outlet planned for 
the area, could rejuvenate Forehill by 
helping to circulate footfall around 
the riverside and the city centre. 

“It is completely different to the 
Lidl proposals for a stand-alone store 
outside Ely, which we are not 
convinced would help the city.” 

He added: “It’s good to see large 
retailers interested in coming to Ely, 


but I fear any decision made now 
would be premature as the Ely 
masterplan is still being drawn up. 

“Approving a new store could 
undermine the sense that people’s 
views about the city’s future are being 
taken into consideration.” 

The new store would include an 
outdoor garden centre area, a 120- 
space car park and a cycle park. 

Substantial upgrades to footpaths 
leading into Ely and a pedestrian 
crossing would also be installed to 
encourage shoppers to leave their 
cars at home. 


Fight launched to 
keep ambulance 


A FIRST AID charity 
could lose its ambu¬ 
lance after residents

Soham’s St John Ambu¬ 
lance group has been told 
by its head office in Lon¬ 
don that the ambulance is 
needed in Cambridge to 
help transfer patients.

When we take it 
to events in Soham, such 
as the carnival, people are 
always delighted to see it 
because they know it’s the 
one they paid for. 

“They feel it belongs to 
Soham because they wor¬ 
ked so hard to raise the 
money for it.”

transport vehicle”, but 
volunteers are not happy 

Michelle Mumby-Croft, 
Soham division super¬ 
intendent, said: “It will 
cost a lot more to main¬ 
tain than the other vehicle 
as it has 10,000 more miles 
on the clock. 

“We’ve looked after our 
ambulance and it’s only 
done 2,000 miles.” 

Wendy Endersby opera¬ 
tions commissioner for St 
John Ambulance, said: 
“We are in the very early 
stages of a further review 
of our transport policy 
and no decision has yet 
been made with regard to 
vehicles, but no doubt this 
will become clearer in 
due course.”

BOY racers are 
terrorising elderly 
patients at a GPs 
clinic by driving at 
top speed around 
nearby roads and 
car parks. 

The reckless driving 
by teenagers has become 
so bad that health bosses 
at St George’s Medical 
Centre, in Littleport, 
have decided to take 
action themselves - 
installing speed bumps 
costing £2,000 to stop 
patients from getting 
knocked down. 

The town’s parish 
council had pledged to 
find the money for the 
safety bumps, but the 
clinic has paid for them 
itself as it feared 
someone could get killed. 

Managing partner 
Yvonne Bartram said: 
“We just couldn’t afford 
to hang about any longer 
- we had to act now for 
the safety of our 
patients. 

“These cars are racing 
round at frightening 
speeds at all hours and it 
was a real danger to our

patients. It was also 
really intimidating to 
have these cars revving 
round the block all the 
time, especially for older 
patients. 

“You only need to look 
at the tyre marks in the 
car park to see how often 
it happens. I hope they 
won’t be able to drive so 
fast with these bumps.” 

The “sleeping police¬ 
men”, which will be 
installed next week, are 
just the latest measure 
taken by the clinic in 
Parson’s Lane to stop 
youths from meeting 
there to cause trouble. 

Managers have inst¬ 
alled two “mosquito” 
deterrent bleepers, 
which emit an ear- 
splitting high-pitched 
noise, which can only be 
heard by people in their 
late teens or early-20s. 

They have also placed 
steel guards and anti¬ 
climb paint on all the 
drainpipes to stop 
youngsters shinning up 


them, while the doors 
have been fitted with 
reinforced covers to 
prevent vandalism. 

Mrs Bartram said: 
“These youths have done 
everything possible to 
this place. They snapped 
off all the branches to 
the trees, set fire to the 
wood chipping outside 
the centre and urinate on 
the doors - it’s absolutely 
disgusting.” 

Residents were told at 
Littleport’s first neigh¬ 
bour policing panel last 
week that the anti-social 
hotspot is now a top 
priority for officers - 
second only to the 
Highfields estate. 

Cllr Andrew Wright, 
who represents Little¬ 
port East for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “These 
youths - and it is the 
same offenders each time 
- treat the car park like a 
race track. 

“We were looking at 
ways of sorting out the 
problem, so it’s good to 
see the clinic has taken 
action to stop these 
yobs.”

Teenager on 
cannabis 
farm charge 

A VIETNAMESE teenager accused of 
running a cannabis farm will be tried at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

Khnah-Chi Le, who was arrested in a 
raid on a property in Station Road, Little¬ 
port, last Wednesday, appeared before 
magistrates in Ely the next day 

The 19-year-old was charged with 
producing a quantity of cannabis, 
abstracting electricity without 
permission and obstructing a police 
officer in the execution of his duty. No 
pleas were entered. 

Magistrates said the case must be 
heard at Cambridge Crown Court, on a 
date to be fixed. 

Le made no application for bail. Using 
a translator, he spoke only to confirm his 
name, age and address in Station Road, 
Littleport. 

At the time of the raid, police said it 
was one of Cambridgeshire’s biggest-ever 
busts. Officers said there were over 700 
plants in the property with an estimated 
value of more than £130,000. 

The cannabis raid was the latest in a 
series across the county. Police seized 
plants worth £120,000 when they raided a 
plush suburban home in Ely in January 
They found UV lights worth £10,000 and 
ventilation tubes inside the £250,000 
home. 

Det Sgt Nick Skipworth, from 
Cambridgeshire police, said of the pre¬ 
vious raids: “In recent months we have 
discovered a number of cannabis 
factories in and around Cambridge. 

“If we are to continue to target them it 
is vital that landlords remain vigilant to 
the activities in their properties. 

“Letting agents and landlords should 
be on alert about the people they let to 
and suspicious of anyone offering 
amounts of money above the asking 
price. 

“These factories cause thousands of 
pounds’ worth of damage to properties 
and landlords withholding information 
about such activity in their property are 
committing an offence.”

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Liam helps 
with plans 
for hospital

AMAZING fundraiser Liam 
Fairhurst is among a group of 
youngsters helping draw up 
plans for a children’s hospital 
in Cambridge. 

Liam, 12, is on a children’s board 
that allows young people with 
experience as patients to have a say 
about the £80 million plans for a world- 
class children’s centre at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital. 

The board, called ACTIVE (Adden- 
brooke’s Children and Teenagers’ Ideas 
and Venture Enterprise), has 28 
members aged eight to 18 and has 
already met twice. 

Liam, who has raised £135,000 for 
children’s cancer charity CLIC Sargent 
during his second battle against the 
disease, is putting forward his ideas on 
how staff should relate to young 
patients at the hospital. 

The Soham Village College pupil, 
who is full of praise for the care he has 
received on the children’s ward at 
Addenbrooke’s, is eager to see the new 
facility take shape. 

He said: “We are going to put our 
ideas into what the hospital should be 
like. Some people are thinking about 
how it should look and some people are 
thinking about how the doctors and 
nurses should treat children. 

“I am thinking about how doctors 
and nurses should speak to us. 
Sometimes, the way people speak to 
you - they treat you as a patient not as 
a person. But everyone at Adden¬ 
brooke’s is very nice and supportive.” 

There is one feature Liam is par¬ 
ticularly keen to see: “Blackout blinds, 
so you can actually get some sleep!” 

Liam, who lives in Soham, is making 
good progress after surgery at Adden¬ 
brooke’s to remove a tumour from his 
lung in December. He said: “Every¬ 
thing is going really well.” 

It is hoped the children’s hospital 
will rank alongside major children’s 
centres such as Great Ormond Street 
in London and Alder Hey in Liverpool. 
Building work could begin by 2010, 
with the first patients admitted in 2013.

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It’s Tiguan all the right boxes 


NOT even its sharpest 
critics could accuse 
Volkswagen of rushing 
into things, so when most 
makers are already on 
Mark II of their family 
four by fours, VW comes 
up with the Tiguan. 

This is very much a roomy 
deliver-the-kids-to school sort of 
car which possesses surprisingly 
useful ability off-road. It is made 
with the usual levels of VW care 
and quality and is about what you 
would expect in terms of VW 
price - £19,000 ish to more than 
£24,000. 

However there is one ground 
breaking feature which comes as 
an extra (of course) but which 
will appeal to men and women 
alike. Whereas other cars feature 
a rearward TV view for ease of 
parking the Tiguan goes one 
better. You get the view from a

tiny rearward mounted camera, 
but the car actually does the 
parking for you! 

This best-ever party trick 
requires iron will on your part 
not to interfere - at least for the 
first three or four goes. You press 
the parking button as you drive 
past a parking spot. The car then 
tells you if it is big enough to get 
the car in. Then engage reverse, 
TAKE YOUR HANDS OFF THE 
WHEEL, and drive the car slowly 
backwards. 

It will do all the twiddly bits 
with the precision of a works 
driver to slip the car into the 
parking space as neatly as a hand 
into a glove. You emerge looking 
smug and totally confident - the 
sort of manoeuvre ladies could 
well execute with satisfaction in 
front of building sites. 

It costs an extra £450 and is 
factory fitted and in my opinion 
is worth every penny. 

Initially the Tiguan will be 
available with two engines, a 2.0- 
litre diesel a 1.4-litre petrol. Later 
comes a 168bhp diesel and a pair 
of petrol units. Both six-speed 
manual and Tiptronic automatic 
boxes will be offered. 

The off-road system is actuated

by a single press of a button. VW 
use a Haldex four wheel drive 
layout which uses hydraulic 
pumps to send the drive to 
ground based wheels if one or 
two happen to be pawing the air. 
Driving the car in countryside, 
which I did not know existed, off 
the end of Luton airport runway, 
I discovered the Tiguan would 
slosh through about a foot of 
water with ease, clamber over 
some terrifying metal ramps and 
creep along a 30-degree slope. 

You are unlikely to encounter 
these on the way to school but if 
you did it is nice to know the car 
can cope. 


(VERDICT 


Inside the Tiguan is roomy and 
comfortable with rear doors 
which open wide and offer 
excellent access. There is a 
generous boot plus flexible rear 
end to make the Tiguan an ideal 
family vehicle capable of towing 
a horse box off a muddy field or 
getting your boat to water.
